Several Hundred 
Children Reported 
Killed In Explosion 


Aceording to a radio-press news 
broadcast 
over 
Texas 
networks 
lace Thursday, several hundred 
school children were killed in an 
explosion 
that 
demolished 
the 
school building at New London 
Thursday, and wounded an un­ 
determined number of others. 
Radio reports given, periodical- ‘ 
ly. set the number of dead at 
between 400 and 500 children. An 
estimate from the superintendent 
of the New London school listed 
the dead at between 500 and 1000. 
Information is that the New 
London school, between Tyler and 
Henderson. Texas, was situated 
on a hilltop in the heart of an 
oil section, and that the building 
stood directly over a pipe line. 
Radio information is that an ex­ 
plosion from the pipe line was 
the cause of the disaster. 
Medical assistance, ambulances 
and fire fighting equipment

It ported to have been rushed to 
New London from Tyler, Hen- * 
derson.
